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WHEREAS, The members of the Incorporation incorporated as the 
“San Francisco Female Hospital,” by certificate filed in the office of 
the Clerk of the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, 
on the first day of March, 1878, have found that the objects and pur- 
poses expressed in said certificate are not work which is required of 
said corporation, and the members of said corporation desire to change 
their work, and incorporate themselves as a benevolent corporation 
under the provisions of the Civil Code of the State of California; now 
therefore, 


Resolved, that all persons who are members—honorary, life or 
annual—of the San Francisco Female Hospital are associated together 
for the purpose of forming a corporation for the care of Homeless 
Children. 


ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 


March 24, 1892. 


KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESEN’S, That we, the undersigned, 
have this day voluntarily associated ourselves together for the purpose 
of forming a corporation under the laws of the State of California. 
And we hereby certify— 


first. That the name of said corporation is SAN FRANCISCO 
NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


Second. That the purposes for which it is formed are: ‘To obtain 
and receive by gift, bequest, devise, barter or purchase, land or property 
in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, and to 
erect buildings to be used for the purpose of a Home for little ones 
under twelve vears. 


Lhird, That the place where its principal business is to be trans- 
acted shall be in the City and County of San Francisco, State of 
California. 

Fourth, That the term for which it is to exist is fifty years from 
and after the date of its incorporation. 

Fifth. That the number of its Directors or Trustees shall be five, 
and the names and residences of those who are appointed for the first 
year and until their successors are elected and qualified, are: SIDNEV M. 
SMITH, San Francisco; C. M. GorHAM, San Francisco; JAMES H. 
DOBINSON, San Francisco; C.S. WRIGHT, San Francisco; DR. JAMES W. 
WARD, San Francisco. 

Sixth. That there is no capital stock and there are no shares. 


Seventh. That no capital stock has been subscribed for. 








BY-LAWS 





ARTICLE I. 


The name of this society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 
HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


ARTICLE II. 
OBJECTS. 


The objects of this society shall be: to obtain and receive by gift, 
devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and County 
of San Francisco, in the State of California; to erect or lease buildings 
and furnish the same to be used, under the direction of the Board of 
Managers, for the purpose of a Homie for poor children under I2 years 
of age, needing care and protection, and to receive State Aid, member- 
ship fees, and any donations, the same to be disbursed for the main- 
tenance of said children. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


SECTION I. Any person making a single pavment of fifty dollars 
to the funds of the Society shall be a life member. Any child under 
sixteen years of age makinga single payment of twenty-five dollars 
shall bea life member. Any person making asingle payment of twenty 
dollars shall be an honorary member, and any person making an annual 
payment of two and one-half dollars shall be an annual member. 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUSTEES 


SECTION I. The Trustees of this Society shall consist of a Board 
of five men who shall be members of the Society and shall be elected 
by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and shall hold 
office until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Sec, 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct and 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be their 
duty in all important matters to consult with the Board of Managers 
as a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting they shall 
render to the Society a full report of all property, real and personal, 
held in trust by them. 


SEC. 3. Vacanciesin the Board occuring between annual meetings 
may be filled by election by the remaining Trustees. 
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SEC. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, at their first meeting after 
their election. 


SEC. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Trustees. The Vice-President shall, in 
the absence of the President, perform the duties of the President. The 
Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board and 
shall keep its accounts. 


SEc. 6. The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep an account for 
all money that may come into his hands from ali sources. All money 
received by the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees for building or 
other specific purposes, shall be held subject only to the joint order of 
the Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE V 
MANAGERS 
SECTION I. The Managers of this Society shall consist of a 
Board of twenty-four women who shall be members of the Society, who 
shall be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, 
and shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. If 
any member of the Board of Managers is absent three consecutive 
meetings, except by reason of sickness or absence from home, her place 
may be declared vacant, and all vacancies in the Board which may occur 
between its annual meetings, may be filled by the remaining Managers. 


SEC. 2. In order to carry out the objects of the Society, the Board 
of Managers shall have power to devise and adopt measures to that end, 
to make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, and tocontrol such 
funds of the Society as may be necessary and applicable for its curreut 
expenses. Tbe Board shall make its own By-Laws and all rules and 
regulations necessary for the proper government of the Home. 


SEC. 3. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number 
a President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one Corres- 
ponding Secretary anda Treasurer. The Board may accept the voluntary 
services of such visiting and consulting physicians as it may deem 
proper for any necessary medical attendance, and who shall receive 
written notice of his appointment from the Recording Secretary. The 
President of the Board of Managers, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, 
or, in case all are absent, any member present, elected by the meeting, 
- shall preside at all meetings, both of the Board of Managers and of the 
Society. The President, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, or any 
three members concurring, shall have the power to call a special meet- 
ing. Atall meetings, either regular or special, five members of the 
Board of Managers shall constitute a quorum. The President may 
appoint such committees as may be necessary. 
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SEC. 4. The Recording Secretary shall keepa record of the pro- 
ceedings of every meeting and make an annual report of the same, and 
shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its regular or special 
meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary or of some 
committee appointed for the purpose, to keep acorrect record of all 
inmates admitted to the Nursery, the date of admission, their names 
and nationalities, those of their parents, and whether alive or dead, 
and their last residence. 


SEC. 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written acknow]- 
edgment of all donations, and keep a list of the names of the donors. 


SEC. 6. The Treasurer shali have charge of the funds, subject to 
the order of the Board; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts 
and expenditures, and shall report their amount at the mouthly meet- 
ings, as also at the annual meetings of the Society. She shall alsokeep 
a list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI 
MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS 

SECTION I. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Tuesday of each month. The annual meetings of the 
Society shall be held on the second Tuesday in January of each year, at 
which time the election of Trustees, Managers and Officers shall take 
place. All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees and Managers 
shall be chosen to serve for one year, and until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified. One judge of election and two tellers shall be 
appointed by the President, the tellers to receive the ballots, the judge 
to count the votes in the presence of the tellers, and the person receiving 
the majority of the votes to be declared elected. All members of the 
Society in good standing shall be entitled to vote at all meetings of the 
Society. 

SEC. 2. Atall meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist of 
not less than eleven members present. 


SEC. 3. The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary. 


SEc. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in San 
Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjournment. 


ARTICLE VII 


AMENDMENTS 
SECTION I. These By-Laws may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any regular or special meeting of the 
Society; Provided, such alteration or amendment shall have been pro- 
posed ata meeting of the Board of Managers held not less than one 
month previous.

HE RECORD of another year for the Nursery is closed, 
and the responsibilities of a new one are before us with 
brighter prospects however than at the commencement 

of the preceding one. 


Considering the fact, we commenced the year with a large 
indebtedness we are to be congratulated upon having reduced 
it during the year more than cighty per cent. This is 
encouraging. 


Monthly and annual subscribers are much needed, and 
although we have more than ever before, I must urge upon 
the members the necessity of still further increasing them. 


The removal of the Home from Harrison street to our 
present quarters will, I think, prove a great benefit to us. 
The building and grounds being larger, more convenient and 
better adapted for the purposes of the Home. While the 
expense of moving with the necessary repairs and furnishing 
was heavy, it was partly covered by the kindness of the 
owners of the property, they allowing us two month’s rent 
free. This assisted us very materially. 


We commenced the year with an epidemic of measles, 
otherwise the health of the children has been generally good, 
one death only occurring during the year. 


To Dr. Guy Manning, our visiting Physician, we tender 
our sincere thanks, feeling that it is impossible for us to repay 
his untiring attention. To Dr. James Ward and Dr. William 
Boericke, we also extend our thanks. 
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The Girls’ Auxiliary is still our able assistant in furnish- 
ing shoes and stockings and other clothing. Christmas was 
made by them a time of rejoicing to our children. 


We are grateful to the San Francisco Chronicle and The 
Fresh Air Fund for the pleasure they gave the larger children. 
Through it one of the boys found friends who have since 
adopted him. Good homes have been found for two of our 
other boys and one baby has been adopted. 


I wish to thank the members of our board for their 
hearty cooperation and assistance during the year. Also all 
friends and patrons who have assisted us.

to present to you my report as Secretary of the Board 
of Managers. 


Twelve regular monthly meetings, and seven special meet- 
ings have been held during the year, all of which have been 
well attended. On the first day of January 1897, the Matron 
reported 69 children in the Institution. During the year, 44 
have been admitted and 43 removed, leaving 70 children being 
cared for January 1, 1808. 


To our visiting Physician, Dr. Manning, who has given 
us his services for six years, we owe a debt of gratitude for 
his care and devotion to the children. 


To the Girls’ Auxiliary we return most sincere thanks 
for their help during the year, and for their kindness to the 
children at Christmas time.

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Report of Visiting Physician. 


To THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE 
San FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


Ladies:—When the year ’96 closed and our last report 
was presented we were in the midst of an epidemic of measles. 
Breaking out about Christmas time, it ran through January 
and reached its height during the first week of the new year, 
when we had some twenty-one cases; our sick room was over- 
flowing and it was difficult to quarantine all. 


Notwithstanding the severity of the attack there were no 
fatalities, but the after effects were noticeable in several cases 
for some time. ‘This disease and a few cases of whooping 
cough were our only epidemics. 


Our surgical cases were on the other hand more numer- 
ous than usual. The majority of these were treated in our 
sick ward, but two of them were serious enough to require 
the superior advantages of the Sanatorium. One child, always 
frail, with a tuberculous constitution and further weakened by 
a long spell of measles, developed a disease of one of the 
bones of the leg, and on being taken to the Sanatorium for 
operation survived but a few days the shock thereof. Another 
case requiring an amputation of two of the fingers we returned 
to the Nursery in a couple of days, and now delights in show- 
ing the result as a sort of special favor to visitors. 


One death in the Nursery we have to report and that a 
sudden one. Though having been a little indisposed for 
several days nothing serious was observed until the night 
before. The following morning an early telephone reported a 
more serious condition, and before we could reach her a second 
message reported her death. An autopsy developed solidifi- 
cation of the lungs. 


The number in our sick room naturally varies. At present 
our most severe case, a boy twice operated upon for a deceased 
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bone in the head, with a fair chance for recovery, though 
further operation may be necessary. 


Many colds in head, throat and chest, even to the extent 
of bronchitis and pneumonia, many skin diseases, many con- 
stitutional disturbances, many disordered digestive tracts, due 
to the goodness (?) of over-indulgent visitors and parents, 
many affections of the eyes, the ears, the nose go to complete 
the list requiring our visits and attention. Perhaps a better 
idea may be obtained by informing you that during the twelve 
months we made 132 visits, dispensing 559 prescriptions 
besides much advice per telephone. For months we have 
received daily telephone messages concerning the children’s 
health even on those days when we were to visit the Home. 
We also* endeavor in every way to preserve the sanitary condi- 
tion of the institution and look after milk, food, water, air, 
heat, exercise and other conditions which may prevent ill- 
health among eighty children of all ages and conditions. ‘The 
matron, nurses and even the cook endeavor to keep me posted 


regarding things of this sort and our thanks are returned for 
their aid and co-operation. 


For this very reason we dislike changes in our attendants 
and unless there is good reason try to prevent anything of the 
sort. Naturally there is the thought of carelessness from long 
service, but we would rather battle with that than with chang- 
ing of hands frequently. 


Our new home is a source of gratification to me. It is 
coming a little nearer to what we have so long wished for. 
More playground, more room, better sanitary conditions, sep- 
arate quarters for the boys are a few of the changes or advan- 
tages we have often wished for and which comes nearer being 
gratified than at any time heretofore, besides being more cen- 
tral, more homelike and more noticeable. Furnace heat and 
other advantages would be most beneficial, but these we can 
not expect until we have a home of our own built for us and 
our necessities. We are one of the very few now living in 
rented quarters. If some of the bequests could only be turned 
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from those who have much to supply us with a home our cup 
of happiness would be overflowing. 


My thanks are especially due to my colleagues, Drs. 
Ward and Boericke, for advice and aid. 


To the Homceopathic Sanatorium we and the whole insti- 
tution should return our thanks, for without a free bed they 
ave kindly given us the use of their operating room, anzs- 
thetics, dressings, bed and nurses, and such things are most 
truly appreciated. 


To the ladies of the Board we are always more than 
grateful for their aid, confidence and good will. All that we 
may do is for them as well as the little ones under their charge. 

Trusting all your endeavors may be appreciated and

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BY-LAWS OF THE GIRLS’ AUXILIARY

Board of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children 


ARTICLE I. 


NAME, 


SECTION I. This society shall be known as “The Girls’ Auxillary 
to the Board of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children.”’ 


OBJECTS. 
SEC. 2. To assist the Managers to care and provide for the children. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


SEC. 3. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues shall 
constitute either active or associate membership. 


ARTICLE II. 


MEETINGS. 


SECTION I. Business meetings shall be held on the second Monday 
afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. The 
Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each member. 

SEC. 2. Sewing meetings shall be be held on Thursday morning at 
the Nursery, for the purpose of sewing for the children of the Nursery. 

SEC. 3. Special meetings may be called by the President or at the 
request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which shall 
be sent toevery member. Five shall constitute a quorum of member- 
ship of twenty or less. 


ARTICLE III. 
DUES. 
SECTION I. Dues shall be tweity-five cents monthly for both 
active and associate members, 


SEC 2. The Auxiliary may by majority vote elect honorary 
members, 


SEC. 3. Any member absent from a regular business meeting, 
without a legal excuse, shall be fined twenty-five cents. 

SEC. 4. Any member agreeing to be present at a joint meeting 
of the Managers and Auxiliary and failing to do so shall be fined 
twenty-five cents. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS. 
SECTION I. The Officers of the Auxiliary shall be President, Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer. 


Src. 2. The Officers shall be elected annually on the first meeting 
in February. 

A special election to fill a vacancy in office may be held at any 
regular business meeting, due notice of the same being given by postal 
to all regular members. 

An officer absent three consecutive meetings, either business or 
sewing, without a legal excuse, the office of the same shall be declared 
vacant. 


Skc. 3. A majority vote by ballot of those present shall be neces- 
sary toelect. ‘The Secretary must notify all members of the time and 
place of election. 

ARTICLE V. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION I. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Auxiliary and shall appoint all committees. 

In the absence of the President the Vice-President shall preside, 
and in the absence of both President and Vice-President a President 
pro tem shall be elected. 


SEc. 2. The Secretary shall keep the records and attend to the 
correspondence of the Auxiliary. She shall embody in her records the 
name of the member making or seconding a motion, also the amount 
of money received or distributed by the Treasurer. 

SEc. 3. The Treasurer shall receive all money due the Auxiliary, 
receipt for the same, and pay all bills against the Auxiliary, after the 
same have been approved, and report to the Secretary the amount of 
receipts and disbursement. She shall make an itemized report monthly 
to the Auxiliary of all receipts and disbursements. 


ARTICLE VI. 
COMMITTEES. 


SECTION I. The President shall appoint an Auditing Committee of 
three, whose duty it shall be to examine and audit all bills and reports, 
and any committees for special duties that may become necessary. 


ARTICLE VII. 
SECTION 1. Any part of these By-Laws may be suspended by the 
unanimous vote of those present at a business meeting. 


SEc. 2. Any amendment of these By-Laws must be made in writing 
and read at two consecutive meetings before being acted upon.
